Mr.  Mayor  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Hygiene  Conditions 
and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1950. 

It  includes  the  report  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector  and  is  compiled 
to  conform  with  Articles  6  (3)  and  17  (5)  of  the  Sanitary  Officers’ 
(Outside  London)  Regulations,  1935,  and  it  incorporates  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  2/50.  In  accordance  with 
para.  13  of  the  above  Circular,  the  distribution  of  this  report  is  a 
wide  one  and  includes  : — 

The  Ministry  of  Health. 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

The  Ministry  of  Food. 

The  Ministry  of  Local  Government  and  Planning. 

The  Ministry  of  Labour  and  National  Service. 

The  general  health  of  the  Borough  has  remained  good  during  the 
year.  The  birth  rate  is  very  satisfactory  compared  with  England  and 
Wales,  although  the  infantile  death  rate  and  ordinary  death  rates  are 
slightly  above  that  for  the  country  as  a  whole.  It  is  very  satisfactory 
that  for  the  6th  consecutive  year  there  have  been  no  deaths  of  mothers 
in  child-birth. 

The  figures  for  diphtheria  immunisation  are  not  as  good  as  last 
year,  but  this  was  partly  due  to  a  cessation  of  immunising  for  a  few 
months  owing  to  a  small  outbreak  of  infantile  paralysis. 

The  amount  of  tuberculosis  in  the  Borough  is  showing  a  steady 
decrease  and  only  2  new  cases  were  notified  during  the  year. 

Good  progress  has  been  made  in  environmental  health  conditions 
by  a  progressive  housing  programme  and  over  a  quarter  of  the  houses 
in  the  Borough  have  been  erected  by  the  Council. 

I  should  like  to  thank  the  Mayor,  the  Chairman  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  and  the  Council  staff  for  their  co-operation,  and 
should  also  like  to  record  the  work  done  by  your  late  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  Stirling,  and  to  whom  I  am  indebted  for  a  large  part 
of  this  report.

Social  Conditions  and  Chief  Industries. 


Although  Tewkesbury  is  a  thriving  small  Borough  its  industry 
is  closely  linked  with  agriculture  and  it  is  the  shopping  and  educational 
centre  for  a  wide  area.  There  is  a  fortnightly  livestock  market  and 
the  sale  and  repair  of  agricultural  necessities  creates  considerable 
activity. 

In  spite  of  this,  however,  catering  for  the  large  numbers  of  summer 
visitors  and  tourists  remains  the  major  industry  of  the  town. 

Fishing  and  boating  on  the  Rivers  Severn  and  Avon  claims  the 
attention  of  many  visitors.  The  formation  of  a  Trust  into  a  non¬ 
profit  venture  to  open  up  the  disused  locks  on  the  Avon  is  a  praise¬ 
worthy  project  which  will  increase  interest  in  the  river  above 
Tewkesbury.  When  complete  the  scheme  will  allow  exploration  of 
the  upper  reaches  round  Bredon  Hill  and  as  far  as  Evesham. 

Although  supporting  a  number  of  industries  the  Borough  remains 
largely  residential  in  character.

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Unemployment. 


The  following  figures  and  comments  have  been  supplied  by  the 
courtesy  of  Mr.  B.  W.  Wheeler,  Manager  of  the  local  Employment 
Exchange  : — 

Maximum  number  of  unemployed  in  any  month  was  52  (in 
February  31  males  and  21  females). 

Minimum  number  of  unemployed  in  any  month  was  14  (in 
August — 14  males  and  0  females). 

In  1949  the  maximum  and  minimum  occurred  in  May  and 
January  and  the  numbers  unemployed  then  were  34  (29  males  and 
5  females)  and  8  (6  males  and  2  females)  respectively.  This  compares 
with  April,  1947  when  there  were  72  unemployed  on  the  register. 

The  general  employment  position  remains  very  good  and  there 
are  definitely  no  signs  of  any  deterioration. 

A  large  number  of  Tewkesbury  workers,  both  men  and  women, 
are  employed  in  the  surrounding  areas  with  provision  of  transport  by 
the  employers  concerned. 

A  number  of  vacancies  registered  at  Tewkesbury  are  unfilled 
owing  to  a  shortage  of  suitable  applicants. 


GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

IN  THE  BOROUGH. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 

The  following  are  the  arrangements  in  force  in  the  Borough  and 
and  perfectly  satisfactory. 

Gloucestershire  Royal  Hospital  (Infirmary).  At  the  laboratory 
organised  under  the  Medical  Research  Council  Scheme,  examination 
and  analyses  of  the  following  are  carried  out  : — Pathological  specimens, 
milk  and  ice  cream  samples.  (There  is  no  charge  made  for  this 
work). 

The  Council  Analyst  carries  out  examination  of  water  and  sewage 
samples  as  required  by  this  Department  but  water  analyses  in 
connection  with  the  water  works  are  carried  out  by  the  Joint  Board 
Resident  Chemist. 

Hospitals. 

The  Council  have  now  no  responsibility  for  arranging  hospital 
treatment. 

Infectious  disease  cases  are  admitted  either  to  Gloucester  City 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Over  (Gloucester,  Stroud  and  Forest  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee)  or  to  Delaney  Hospital,  Cheltenham  (Cheltenham 
Hospital  Group  Management  Committee). 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

There  are  two  ambulances  stationed  by  the  Fire  Station  in  Mill 
Street  and  four  full-time  drivers.  No  complaints  about  the  ambulance 
service  have  been  received  during  the  year. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

• 

The  two  District  Nurses  who  undertake  midwifery  and  general 
nursing  in  the  Borough  and  the  Parishes  of  Ashchurch,  Tredington 
and  Twyning  work  under  the  County  Health  Committee,  while  the 
local  Voluntary  Association  supervises  secretarial  and  nurses  welfare 
matters. 

Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  is  administered  by  the  County  Council  through  the 
Divisional  Area  Health  Sub- Committee. 

The  average  number  of  Home  Helps  who  have  been  available  in 
Tewkesbury  during  1950  was  6 — 7  and  the  number  of  cases  assisted 
per  month  was  about  4,  so  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  adequate 
assistance  available  for  necessitous  cases. 
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CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 


1.  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

This  centre  is  held  weekly  in  the  Town  Hall.  It  is  managed  by 
a  Voluntary  Committee  which  arranges  social  services  in  connection 
with  the  Centre  while  the  County  Divisional  Health  Committee  is 
responsible  for  staff  and  supplies. 

The  work  done  by  the  Voluntary  Committee  is  invaluable  and 
is  very  much  appreciated.

2.  School  Clinic. 

The  County  Health  Visitor  attends  daily  during  term-time  at  the 
Clinic  attached  to  the  Municipal  Offices  from  9  to  9.30  a.m.  and  a 
doctor  attends  on  Thursday  mornings  at  10.0  a.m. 

3.  Orthopaedic  Clinic. 

This  is  held  weekly  on  Thursdays  at  the  Tewkesbury  Hospital, 
where  a  Specialist  visits  quarterly,  or  as  required. 

4.  Ophthalmic  and  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  Clinics. 

These  are  held  at  the  School  Clinic  as  required. 

5.  Ante-natal  Clinic. 

This  is  held  weekly  on  Wednesday  afternoons  at  the  Clinic  at 
the  Municipal  Offices. 


MORTUARIES. 

Since  1st  January,  1950,  the  Tewkesbury  Hospital  Mortunary 
has  been  used,  a  charge  of  £1  5s.  Od.  being  made  for  each  case 
admitted. 

During  the  War  arrangements  were  made  for  a  room  in  the 
cemetery  building  to  be  available  in  case  of  emergency.  This 
accommodation  was  never  used  and  would  need  considerable  work 
doing  on  it  to  make  it  satisfactory,  as  at  present  there  is  no  proper 
drainage  or  electric  light. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supplies. 

Main  Supplies. 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  to  the  Corporation  by  the  Cheltenham 
and  Gloucester  Joint  Water  Board  whose  purification  works  lie  within 
the  Borough, 

The  process  of  purification  of  the  water  which  is  drawn  from  the 
River  Severn  consists  of  sedimentation  with  alum,  rapid  sand  filtration 
and  chloramination.  Some  trouble  has  been  experienced  in  the  past 
from  an  excess  of  chlorine  in  the  water.  This  was  necessary,  owing 
to  heavy  and  variable  pollution  of  the  river  above  the  Borough  which 
is  supplied  direct  from  the  pumping  station.  Work  is  proceeding  on 
the  provision  of  a  reservoir  for  supplying  the  town  and  completion 
depends  on  the  delivery  of  two  pumps.  It  is  anticipated  that  the 
improvements  will  be  completed  by  the  middle  of  1951.  Cloudy 
water  has  resulted  occasionally  when  it  was  found  necessary  to  divert 
water  from  Cheltenham  during  repairs,  etc.  The  storage  of  water 
in  the  new  reservoir  should  remove  the  cause  of  both  these  complaints. 

Regular  analyses,  both  chemical  and  bacteriological,  are  carried 
out  and  the  results  shown  in  Table  5  were  supplied  by  the  courtesy 
of  the  Resident  Chemist  (J.  Henderson,  Esq.,  B.Sc.,  F.R.I.C.)

During  the  year  one  house  (Perry  Hill  Gardens)  previously 
dependent  on  a  well  supply  was  connected  to  the  main. 

With  this  exception  the  houses  in  the  Borough  without  main 
water  are  as  detailed  in  my  Report  for  1949.  Of  the  16  houses 
remaining  6  are  situated  far  from  any  main  and  at  all  the  others  the 
cost  would  be  far  in  excess  of  the  £20  which  an  owner  may  be  called 
upon  to  spend  for  this  purpose. 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  AND  PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 


The  Borough  Surveyor  reports  ; 

Sewerage. 

The  plans  and  proposals  for  the  new  sewage  works  were  the 
subject  of  a  Ministry  of  Health  enquiry  on  5th  September,  1950. 
Since  then  further  consultations  have  taken  place  between  the 
Consulting  and  Borough  Engineers  and  the  Ministry  of  Health  officials 
on  various  technical  details  and  it  is  hoped  that  before  very  long 
permission  will  be  given  by  the  Ministry  for  quite  a  large  proportion 
of  the  scheme  to  be  commenced.  The  existing  tanks  have  been 
cleaned  as  usual. 


Public  Cleansing. 

The  weekly  collection  has  been  maintained  and  controlled  tipping 
was  carried  out  at  the  Swilgate  during  the  winter  and  spring,  and  at 
Walton  Cardiff  tip  during  the  summer  months. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  there  was  a  renewed  demand 
for  waste  paper  and  a  comprehensive  scheme  for  collection  of  this 
material  from  shops  was  commenced.

Refuse  Receptacles. 

The  improvement  shown  during  the  last  two  years  in  the  supply 
of  new  containers  has  suffered  a  set-back  again  with  the  curtailment  of 
supplies  of  these  and  other  metal  articles. 

Latrine  Accommodation. 

Replacement  of  unsatisfactory  hopper  closets  has  continued  but 
at  a  slow  rate.  Many  still  existing  serve  houses  which  are  only  suitable 
for  demolition  and  the  expense  of  replacement  would  not  be  justified. 

Public  Lavatories. 

There  have  been  some  unfortunate  delays  in  the  provision  of 
new  lavatories  in  Gander  Lane  near  the  main  ’bus  stop  but  the  work 
is  now  going  out  to  tender  and  a  start  is  anticipated  very  soon. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools. 

No  swimming  facilities  exist  in  the  Borough  although  many 
people  continue  to  use  the  Rivers  Severn  and  Avon. 
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The  Council  appointed  a  Committee  to  explore  and  examine 
possible  schemes  for  the  provision  of  swimming  facilities  but,  while 
any  proposals  will  receive  enthusiastic  support  within  the  Borough, 
it  is  most  unlikely  at  the  present  time,  that  the  Ministry  would  sanction 
the  provision  of  Public  swimming  baths. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Duties  in  connection  with  pollution  are  now  (since  31st  March, 
1950)  carried  out  by  the  River  Severn  Board,  an  Authority  created 
under  the  River  Boards  Act  1948.

Shops  Acts,  1912-1945, 

During  the  year,  these  Acts  have  been  consolidated  into  the 
Shops  Act,  1950. 

The  CounciPs  part-time  Inspector  for  the  administration  of  these 
Acts  with  regard  to  closing  time  reports  that  no  serious  infringements 
have  taken  place  and  legal  action  was  not  necessary. 

Offensive  Trades, 

Three  Rag  and  Bone  Dealers  operate  in  the  Back  of  Avon, 
St.  Mary’s  Lane  and  in  Gander  Lane.  No  complaints  have  been 
received. 

Rag  Flock  Acts*  1911-1928, 

There  is  no  trade  requiring  any  action  under  these  Acts  in  this 
Borough. 


Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Acts,  1928-1936. 

These  Acts  are  administered  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Thirteen 
licences  were  issued  for  the  storage  of  petrol  and  two  for  the  storage  of 
Calcium  Carbide.  Inspections  were  carried  out  and  arrangements 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 
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Canal  Boats  Acts  and  Regulations,  1877-1925. 

No  action  has  been  necessary  during  the  year. 

Smoke  Abatement. 

There  have  been  no  complaints  of  excessive  smoke  in  the  Borough. 


Common  Lodging  Houses. 

The  last  Common  Lodging  House  in  the  Borough  was  closed 
in  1939. 


Disinfestation.  (Bed  Bugs,  Fleas,  etc.) 

During  the  year  6  cases  of  infestation  by  bed  bugs  were  reported 
and  dealt  with.  Houses  from  which  tenants  were  re-housed  into 
Council  Houses  were  treated  where  necessary. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

On  1st  April,  1950,  the  Borough  Council  became  responsible  for 
organising  and  enforcing  its  duties  under  the  Act — a  service  which 
was  formerly  carried  out  on  behalf  of  the  Council  by  the  County 
Pests  Department. 


The  work  which  might  be  involved  did  not  appear  to  justify  the 
employment  of  a  full-time  operator  and  the  Council,  exercising  its 
powers  under  the  Act,  wisely  decided  to  work  in  conjunction  with  the 
adjoining  Cheltenham  Rural  District  Council.  An  operator  was 
appointed  and  all  administrative  work  in  connection  with  his  wages 
and  other  outgoings  are  dealt  with  at  the  Rural  District  Offices. 

Copies  of  all  time  sheets  showing  hours  worked  in  this  Borough 
and  material  used  and  mileage  involved  are  sent  to  this  Department 
where  accounts  are  made  up.  These  are  sent  out  by  the  Borough 
Treasurer  and  all  monies  collected  by  him. 

Financial  adjustments  will  be  made  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year 
with  the  Rural  District  Council  which  will  make  a  5%  charge  on  the 
total  cost  devolving  on  the  Borough  towards  its  administrative 
expenses. 
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During  the  nine  months  ending  31/12/50  the  arrangement  has 
worked  smoothly  and  the  following  is  a  summary  of  the  work  caribd

The  costs  of  this  service  are  recovered  in  the  following  manner  : — 
Private  Dwellings  ; 

A  charge  is  made  upon  the  occupier.  This  varies  from  2/6 
upwards  but  is  seldom  economic  and  the  unrecovered  balance 
will  normally  be  eligible  for  a  50%  grant  from  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries  provided  the  work  and  keeping  of 
records  are  done  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Minister.  The  balance 
becomes  a  charge  upon  the  rates. 

Business  Premises  : 

All  costs  in  connection  with  commercial  premises  are  recovered 
in  full  from  the  owners. 

Council  Premises  and  Sewers,  Etc.  : 

The  costs  of  treating  Municipal  tips,  sewage  works  and  other 
premises  owned  and  occupied  by  the  Council  (but  not  those 
used  for  trading  purposes)  are  elegible  for  a  grant  of  50%  subject 
to  the  Minister’s  approval  of  the  methods  of  treatment  and  the 
keeping  of  records.

Abatement  of  overcrowding  i.i  the  Borough  has  not  proved  so 
rapid  as  one  might  expect  from  the  considerable  housing  progress, 
for  the  population  has  been  steadily  increasing  since  the  last  war. 
This  is  due  to  two  factors,  namely,  that  the  town  is  prospering  and 
young  people  are  marrying  and  remaining  in  the  Borough  while 
strangers  are  being  attracted  to  new  industries  in  and  around  the 
Borough  and  settling  here  with  their  families.  It  is  impossible, 
therefore,  accurately  to  assess  the  extent  of  overcrowding  without  a 
new  survey  which  is  now  long  overdue. 

National  Assistance  Act  1945,  Section  47. 

Action  was  proposed  in  two  cases  for  the  removal  of  old  persons 
in  need  of  care  and  attention  to  suitable  premises.  In  one  case  formal 
action  was  instituted  but  the  patient  was  persuaded  to  go  voluntarily 
before  final  steps  had  been  taken  and  in  the  other  case  it  was  decided 
to  defer  action  meantime  but  to  keep  the  case  under  review. 

The  Housing  Manager  reports  as  follows  : — 

RE-HOUSING  PROGRESS. 

The  number  of  families  re-housed  during  the  year  was  34,  of 
which  1  was  in  requisitioned  property  and  the  rest  in  new  houses  or 
houses  become  vacant. 

In  addition,  16  transfers  of  tenancy  were  made  to  secure  the  best 
use  of  available  accommodation. 

One  hut  at  Mythe  Camp  was  vacated  and  demolished  during  the 
year  leaving  a  total  of  8  at  Mythe  Camp  and  2  at  Southwick  Park. 

The  rate  of  new  building  still  lags  behind  the  growth  of  the 
applicants’  waiting  list.  The  number  of  applicants  at  31st  December, 
1950,  being  394 — a  net  increase  of  16  on  the  previous  year. 

The  total  number  of  tenancies  at  31st  December,  1950,  was  481.

The  Grade  numbers  are  intended  to  give  an  overall  idea  of  the 
cleanliness  of  the  ice  cream  and  where  samples  from  one  particular 
source  persistently  fall  within  Grades  3  or  4  close  attention  is  paid 
to  the  premises  and  methods  of  handling.  Slightly  less  than  50% 
of  the  samples  taken  were  within  Grades  1  and  2  but  there  was  no 
case  where  samples  were  invariably  unsatisfactory. 

The  Ministry  of  Food  has  now  set  up  a  statutory  standard  of 
Total  fat  content,  solids  not  fat,  and  sugar.  The  principal  provision 
requires  that  ice  cream  shall  contain  not  less  than  5%  fat,  10%  sugar 
and  1\%  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  Other  conditions  relate  to  fruit 
ices  and  “Parev”  (kosher)  ice. 


Adulteration.

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Bakehouses. 


The  position  remains  unchanged  from  that  reported  last  year 
and  all  six  bakeries  in  operation  were  carried  on  satisfactorily.  It  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  some  local  bakers  have  taken  advantage  of 
improved  supplies  of  wrapping  paper  and  machinery  and  are  now 
supplying  loaves  sliced  and  wrapped  by  machine  for  a  small  additional 
charge.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  public  in  general  will  also  see  the 
advantage  and  support  their  efforts. 

Catering  and  Licensed  Trades. 

Two  minor  complaints  concerning  food  were  made  to  this 
Department.  Investigation  showed  no  untoward  carelessness  and  no 
further  action  was  taken. 

Several  existing  restaurants  have  still  to  be  improved  but  through 
the  co-operation  of  the  Ministry  of  Food  it  has  been  possible  to 
secure  full  standards  in  all  new  premises  which  have  opened  up. 


Food  Poisoning. 

There  were  no  outbreaks  and  no  cases  of  food  poisoning  were 
notified  during  the  year.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Table  25  shews  the  incidence  of  notifiable  Infectious  Disease 
during  the  year  according  to  age  groups. 

There  was  a  large  measles  epidemic  (313  cases),  but  only  1  case 
was  admitted  to  hospital. 

Diphtheria  and  Immunisation. 

Immunisation  figures  are  shewn  in  Tables  18  to  21. 

There  was  a  considerable  drop  in  the  number  of  children 
immunised  compared  with  1949.  This  drop  has  also  occurred  in 
England  and  Wales  where  140,000  fewer  children  were  immunised  in 
1950  compared  with  1949.  It  may  partly  be  due  to  the  fact  that  the 
Public  has  been  scared  into  believing  that  there  is  a  close  association 
between  Infantile  Paralysis  and  diphtheria  immunisation. 

In  England  and  Wales  before  the  War,  the  yearly  number  of  cases 
of  diphtheria  was  about  55,000  with  about  2,800  deaths,  and  these 
figures  have  been  reduced  owing  to  diphtheria  immunisation  to  980 
cases  with  49  deaths  in  1950.  Diphtheria  is  now  a  rare  disease,  and 
in  order  to  keep  it  so,  or  better  still,  in  order  to  stamp  it  out  completely, 
it  is  essential  that  a  target  of  100%  children  immunised  is  aimed  for. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  to  note  that  there  has  been  no  case  of 
diphtheria  in  the  Borough  since  1946. 


Smallpox  and  Typhoid. 

No  contacts  were  notified  as  coming  into  the  Borough  during 
the  year. 
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Infantile  Paralysis. 

Six  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  and  owing  to  this,  routine 
diphtheria  immunisation  was  suspended  for  the  summer  months. 
None  of  these  cases  was  associated  with  diphtheria  immunisation.

Re-Housing  of  Tuberculosis  Cases. 

This  has  proceeded  very  satisfactorily  during  the  year  and  out 
of  32  cases  in  the  Borough,  no  fewer  than  19  are  living  in  Council 
houses,  and  only  2  cases  are  living  under  poor  housing  conditions. 
These  figures  show  how  important  the  Council  consider  good  housing 
in  the  prevention  and  treatment  of  tuberculosis.
